And had no oppo­ 
sition for the nomination in 1922. 


Wm. T. Ragland, of Paris. 
Judge Wm. T. Ragland, at present 
one of the Commissioners of the Su­ 
preme Court and a candidate for elec­ 
tion as a member of the Court, Divi­ 
sion No. 2, wa;< born in Marion Coun­ 
ty, Missouri, October 5, 1866. 
He 
received his education in the public 
schools of Missouri ami the 
State 
Normal School at Kirksville, and at 
the Law Department of the W e ll ­ 
ington University at St. IxnJis. 
He served as prosecuting attorney 
of Monroe County for two terms— 
1893 to 1897. 
He was appointed 
a 
member of the State Board of 
l,aw 
Examiners when the Statute was en­ 
acted in 1905 creating such Board. He 
•erved on that Board until January 1, 
1911. 
In 1910 he was elected judge 
of the tenth judicial circuit composed 
of Marion, Monroe, Pike and Ralls 
Counties. 
He was re-elected in 1916, 
but resigned in April, 1919, to accept 
appointment as one of the Commis­ 
sioners of the Supreme Court, and is 
still serving as a Commissioner.
